The G ra n d D u k e C onstantine B a n ­ 
ished F ro m R u s sia —The 
P a n a m a Strike.

ON T H E ISTHMUS. 


A m icable S ettlem ent of th e S trike on th e 
P a n a m a R ailroad. 
P anam a, Septem ber 14ih.—M onday, the 
1st iuBt.. w itnessed the beginning of a gen­ 
eral strike am ong the P an am a Railroad 
em ployes of all classes. 
T he occasion was 
an attem pt to reduce the wages of th e em ­ 
ployes by one-sixth, w hile professedly the 
change was to benefit them . 
Colon was the headquarters of th e strike, 
necessarily, but the em ployes at P anam a 
and along the line were in perfect accord 
w ith their brethren in Colon. 
T he com ­ 
pany th at m orning engaged a gang of fifty 
m en from the line to go to Colon to dis­ 
charge and load the Pacific M ail steam ship 
Colon, bu t on the arrival of the train they 
were m et by a crowd of strikers and sym ­ 
pathizers, num bering fully 500, who at­ 
tacked the cars and declared their intention 
of not allow ing the work to proceed. 
By the efforts of the Prefect active hos­ 
tilities were discontinued, but the strikers 
so harrassed the w orkers that at noon the 
effort to continue the w ork had to be aban­ 
don ed. 
An appeal was m ade to the G overnm ent 
for m ilitary aid, in response to w hich a 
detachm ent of fifty soldiers and officers 
was dispatched to Colon from this side. 
T here was, however, no further difficulty, 
the railroad people not again risking the 
provocation to extrem es of a body of over 
1,000 men. 
On this side som e m en were induced to 
atttm p t to work, but were likew ise driven 
off by the strikers. 
T he telegraph to Colon was cut and sev­ 
eral attem pts m ade to tear up the track. 
These, how ever, were discovered in tim e, 
and no serious result ensued. 
T hings con­ 
tinued th u s u n til F riday afternoon, when 
it was announced officially by the Prefect 
ot the province th at the com pany had com ­ 
plied w ith th e dem ands, of the strikers, 
agreeing to pay $1 50 per day to silver m en 
and $1 25 to gold m en, instead of the u n i­ 
form $1 in gold proposed. 
T hus the m ost 
serious strike th at has interrupted transit 
for m any years has happily ended. 


CENTRAL AM ERICA . 


P re sid e n t E zeta R ecognized by G u ate­ 
m ala an d Mexico. 
S an S a lv ad o s, Septem ber 14th.—Pres­ 
ident Ezeta has accepted his election very 
m odestly, and has gained the 
highest 
esteem of th e entire diplom atic corps, all 
of w hom have cordially accepted his invi­ 
tation to be present at the inaugural ban­ 
quet. w hich takes place on to-m orrow . 
Congress is still in session and w ill re­ 
m ain so for several days to come. 
P resident Ezeta has sent a m essage to 
Congress in which he expresses th e desire 
th at it will pass ju d g m en t on A rticles 3 
and 4. and that it will ratify the treaty of 
peace with G uatem ala. 
W hile G uatem ala is not overpleased at 
the result of th e Salvador election, the 
G overnm ent has accepted th e inevitable 
w ith seem ing good grace.

ERICSSON’S REM AINS, 


C aptain Schley D elivers th e Body to th e 
A u th o rities a t Stockholm . 


S t o c k h o l m , Septem ber 14th.—The body 
of Captain Jo h n Ericsson was landed from 
the U nited Stales w ar ship B altim ore th is 
afternoon. 
T he transfer was m ade w ith 
m uch cerem ony. 
T he Reception C om m it­ 
tee, w hich included three officers of the 
navy and four nephew s of the deceased, 
m et on board th e Baltim ore at 1:30 p. 
m . 
Speeches were m ade by Captain Schley of 
the B altim ore in delivering the body to the 
A m erican M inister, by the latter in con­ 
signing it to A dm iral PeyroD, aud by the 
A dm iral in accepting the charge of the 
body. 
The rem ains were then transferred to a 
steam barge draped in black and silver, 
w hich was 
im m auded by a C aptain of the 
Sw edish navy. 
W hen the funeral barge 
arrived at the landing stage the G overnor 
of Stockho lm form ailv received the body, 
w hich was then borne by A m erican sailors 
to a large pavilion, handsom ely decorated 
in black and gold, •.•'rich had been erected 
near the waterside, in the park. 
W hile 
the body was being carried to the pavilion 
the bells were tolled. 
An im m ense crowd assem bled, and when 
the coffin wás placed upon the bier dozens 
of w reaths and other fijral em blem s were 
heaped up around it. 
The services were very sim ple, consist­ 
ing of the singing of Sw edish hym ns arid 
the recital of a poem. 
W hen the services were concluded the 
body was deposited in a hearse and a pro­ 
cession form ed, in w hich were representa­ 
tives of the K ing, (he Crown Prince and 
G overnor, the A m erican M inisters to Sw e­ 
den and D enm ark, the officers of the w ar­ 
ship B altim ore and m unicipal officers. 
It 
is estim ated 
that over 
10,000 
persons 
viewed the procession. 
On arriving at the station, w here a spe­ 
cial train was w aiting to convey the body 
to W orm lend, the birthplace of Ericsson, 
the rem ains were placed in a handsom e 
funeral carriage, draped in black. 
Shortly 
after 3 p. m the train m oved slow ly out of 
the station. 
The m unicipal authorities will give a 
banquet to the officers of the B altim ore to­ 
m orrow and Tuesday a gala perform ance 
will be given in the Ópera H ouse in their 
honor.

KENNEDY’S SPEECH . 


A fter a Revision it A p p ears in th e “ Con­ 
gressio n al R eco rd .” 
W ash in g to n ,

14th. — The 
speech of R epresentative K ennedy of Ohio 
attacking the Senate and Senator Quay, 
w hich created a sensation ten days ago, a p ­ 
peased in the Congressional Record to-day, 
after having been revised by Mr. K ennedy. 
In the attack on the Senate, after declaring 
th at Ohio was twice w ithin a decade dis­ 
graced by Senators chosen sim ply because 
they were able to outbid other contestants, 
there is th is sentence: 
"A sly cloak of 
Senatorial couitesv has been used to hide 
infam y and corruption w hich was discov­ 
ered, and disgraced a body once the proud­ 
est in the land.” 
T his is the only reference to a cloak of 
Senatorial courtesy, all that part declaring 
th at Senatorial honor has become a stench 
in the nostrils of the people, and a cloak to 
cover up infam ies, being om itted. 
T he changes m ade so far as Quay is con­ 
cerned consist in the excision of the word 
“crim inal” w hen it occurs in tw o places 
and the om ission of nil m ention of Quay 
by nam e. 
W here it was suggested in th e original 
speech that Judas, w hen he hanged h im ­ 
self, had left “an exam ple for the Mat 
Q uays w ell w orthy of th eir im itatio n ,” 
there is substituted therefor the following; 
‘‘An exam ple well w orthy of im itatio n .” 
T he sentence, "T he R epublican party can­ 
not afford to follow the lead o f branded 
crim inals,” is struck out altogether, and 
later on, w here he said "h e stands a con­ 
victed crim inal before the bar o f pnblic 
opinion," a change is m ade to read: “ H e 
stands convicted before the bar of public 
opinion.”

REC IPRO C ITY . 


R ep resen tativ e M cK inley E xpresses H is 
Views on th e Subject. 
W ash in g to n , Septem ber 14:h.—Mr. Mc­ 
K inley said to-day in the P hiladelphia 
Press th at his views on the subject of re­ 
ciprocity were the sam e now as w hen he 
delivered his first tariff speech in this Con­ 
gress. 
Then, in referring to a speech m ade 
by Mr. C harlton, a m em ber of the Canadian 
Parliam ent, in w hich 
th at 
gentlem an 
show ed how Canada had benefited under 
reciprocity w ith the U nited Slates, M r. Mc- 
K id ley s a id : 
“ T he sam e condition has been true as to 
every agreem ent of reciprocity we have 
ever had w ith any nation of the world. W e 
have been beaten in every instance from 
1851 to 1860. 
In tw elve years of reciprocity 
w ith C anada we bought of them twice as 
m uch as they bought of us. 
N inety-five 
per cent, of the products cam e into the 
U nited States free of duty, w hile only 42 
per cent, of ours w ent in to C an au a. 
W hat 
these other countries w ant is a free and 
open m arket in the U nited States. 
W hat 
we want, if we ever have reciprocity, m u9t 
be reciprocity w ith equality; reciprocity 
th at shall be fair; reciprocity th at shall be 
just; reciprocity th at shall give us our share 
in the trade or the arrangem ent that we 
m ake w ith other nations of the w orld.” 
“ W henever we have tried reciprocity or 
low duty, we have alw ays been the loser. 
B ut leave reciprocity to the illustrious m an 
w ho presides over the State D epartm ent 
under this adm inistration, and to m y dis­ 
tinguished friend, the C hairm an of the Com ­ 
m ittee on Foreign Affairs—Mr. H itt. 
T his 
is a dom estic bill. 
It is not a foreign bill.” 
R ecurring to th is speech to night Mr. Mc­ 
K inley said: “ I have not changed m y views 
on this subject. I do not th in k the tariff bill 
is the place to em body reciprocity, or th at 
we shall have any fluctuating or uncertain 
law s on a m atter that concerns onr foreign 
comm erce.

th e M cK inley bill deferred u n til Jan u ary 
1. 1801” 
Senator H earst has enlisted M essrs. M or­ 
row and M cK enna in 
the good service, 
and the three are devoting th e ir entire en­ 
ergy to the consum m ation of the desired 
end. 
Protests have also been received from 
New Y'ork, Chicago and Boston im porters. 
The result is th at C hairm an M cK inley.w ho 
was at first reluctant, has yielded to the 
great pressure brought to bear, and Assis­ 
tan t Secretary N ettleton announces that 
the tim e will probably be extended to 
February.

T H E W ORLD'S FA IR . 


T he D ual Site not F avored by th e A gri­ 
c u ltu ral S tates. 
C hicago, Septem ber 14th.—Com m issioner 
M cDonald of California, in an interview 
to-night, gave evidence of dissatisfaction 
about the dual site for the W orld's F air. 
H e said he is n ot alone, by any m eans, in 
opposition to the sentim ent of the Com mis­ 
sioners, for all the agricultural States are 
in accord w ith his views. 
In fact, it is 
alm ost universal w ith the full Board, al­ 
though they have not yet spoken, but they 
w ill speak.

The live stock interests of the country 
dem ands suitable grounds and am ple space 
for them selves, and not isolated from the 
m ain exhibition, of all other industries.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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THE PRESS ASSOCIATION. 
The Northern and Central California 
Press Association meets in this city this 
evening in annual session. There is to be 
a meeting of the Association's Executive 
Committee this afternoon. It is under­ 
stood that there will be a considerable 
attendance of visitors at the session from 
the southern part of the State. 
Sacramento welcomes these newspaper 
men cordially. Last year she entertained 
them royally; this year there will be no 
formalities or exertions of that order. Not 
that the local journalists, though few in 
number, were unwilling to, or not desirous 
of engaging in such pleasant work, but 
the Executive Committee has notified 
them that it would not be expected, and 
that any eflbrt in the way of a banquet 
and a ride would be deemed out of place, 
since last year there was such generous 
^entertainment. The session will be an 
i, ¡oríant business one, with two set 
apers, however, on journalistic subjects. 
The purpose of the organization is a 
highly commendable one. That it can be 
attained, is not to be doubted, if only the 
membership will make concessions, yield to 
one another, and stand firmly together. In 
such a union as the organization contem­ 
plates there is a franchise of inestimable 
value. But to secure it, the members 
must set aside their individuality to a 
great extent and require the foreign busi­ 
ness of the Association to be transacted 
exclusively through one, and only one, re­ 
sponsible agency. If individual members 
deal with foreign advertisers without using 
the business avenue of the Association, 
they compete with themselves and destroy 
the whole scheme of the organization. 
If it is found impossible to hold all the 
members up to this correct standard, one 
of two things must result—the cutting off 
of such members as will not comply or the 
abandonment of the organization. The 
newspaper men of the interior have it 
within their power, by honest and firm 
unity, to secure due reward for their labors, 
and to be free from the ruinous rule 
of 
the 
practice 
that 
pits 
one 
journal against another to undercut 
and starve. The newspaper men want only 
what is fair. They propose no corner 
upon their goods. They desire only to be 
protected from a graceless and*unfair com­ 
petition between themselves. They can 
secure these ends only by union and the 
maintenance of one business channel 
through which to communicate with the 
business world. No matter if by such use 
one journal secures less and another more 
business than heretofore—in due time the 
equalization and fair distribution of busi­ 
ness will come about, and at least for what 
he does get the country publisher will re­ 
ceive far better prices. 
All organizations of this order start 
irjth much friction. It takes time to put 
the macRInery jpl? v11???!?1 rttnrjjng prderi 
and to harBiOflias all interests find tí) bring' ^ 
all to foresee the ultimate gain of disci­ 
pline and orderly organization. If the 
newspaper men cannot agree upon fair re­ 
wards for labor and service, and settle 
upon a system by which they will make 
for themselves a franchise as the result of 
compact union, then it will be demon­ 
strated that the very class of men who ad­ 
vise others how to conduct their business! 
are least competent to carry on their 
own with 
a 
view 
to amassing a 
competency for the days when human 
vigor declines. It must be confessed 
that at the spring meeting of the Associa­ 
tion there was such manifestation ol a de­ 
sire to receive all the benefits of unityi 
while maintaining perfect individual free­ 
dom to do as each one pleased at any time, 
and under all circumstances, that the hope 
of building a franchise retired far into the 
realm of doubt whether newspaper men 
are capable of self-government. 
Since 
then there has been, we learn, a very con­ 
siderable change of sentiment for the bet­ 
ter, and the belief is now entertained that, 
the purpose of the organization being bet­ 
ter understood, will be fully attained. 
Let us hope so; it will be better for the 
State if it comes about, because it 
will give us a better conditioned, more in­ 
dependent and courageous press, and the 
State and society must profit thereby. 


E hear of a good deal of indignation 
being expressed here and there over the 
attempted taking of Barrundia from the 
deck of an American vessel in Guatemalan 
waters. We have the story of passengers 
on American steamers passing resolutions 
of indignation and protest; even some j 
newspapers have permitted a supposed sen- j 
timen! of patriotism to lead them to ex­ 
claim against the Guatemalan authorities 
as offenders against the dignity of the 
United States. The truth is, that there is 
no better settled principle of international 
law than that under which the attempt to 
take Barrundia was made. 
An American 
ship entering the harbor of a foreign 
country and having on board one subject 
to the criminal process of that country, is 
not a haven of refuge for the criminal or 
accused person. Let those who are in­ 
clined to speak bitterly of the taking of 
Barrundia reflect one moment upon what 
would be thought of a British shipmaster 
in the harbor of San Francisco refusing to 
surrender to California authorities a per­ 
son against whom a warrant of arrest had 
been issued, and who had fled to and taken 
refuge upon the ship? If the British 
skipper would be bound to hold and pro­ 
tect the man against the laws of the of­ 
fender’s country, every foreign ship in 
San Francisco bay would become the resort 
of the criminals of the State fleeing from 
arrest, and we could not take them, how­ 
ever heinous their crimes.

T he campaign was practically opened 
by the Republicans by a mass meeting in 
San Francisco Saturday night, at which 
Colonel Markham and Mr. Reddick spoke. 
It was an auspicious opening, and appears 
to have been marked by enthusiasm quite 
unusual so early in a campaign. This 
one may take as indicative of the very 
deep interest by Republicans in the suc­ 
cess of the Republican ticket, and to 
augur a triumph in Novemb er.

Rev. John F. von Herrlich, Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, delivered an interesting ser. 
mon at the morning service yesterday. 
The text was from Hebrews, first chapter, 
first verse: ‘ God, who at sundry times and 
in divers manners spoke in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by His son/' Mr. 
von Herrlich stated that although man’s 
reason might have been sufficient to keep 
him in the way of peaqe and holiness be­ 
fore the world became depraved and sinful, 
yet, even then, his knowledge was Insuffi­ 
cient and imperfect. “But,” said he, “we 
will endeavor first to show the insufficiency 
of a natural religion, and then the absolute 
necessity of a Divine revelation." 
After defining natural and revealed re­ 
ligion as the two louDtain-heads from 
whence flows all our knowledge of God 
and His will and attributes, Mr. von Herr- 
lich spoke of man in his fallen state, cut ofi 
rom a direct communication with God, 
and with nothing to build his faith and 
hope upon. Man harrassed with the 
mighty problems of life and destiny—death 
and immortality, drifiiDg about without 
rudder or compass, with no way to steer or 
guide himself! In looking over the his­ 
tory of the past—at the two attempts at 
progress aud civilization—one based upon 
mere human intellect, the other on the 
human reason enlightened and sanctified 
by revealed reiigioD, we can more fully ap­ 
preciate and see the force of our argument. 
Egypt, Persia and Assyria had thought for 
ages upon religious matters, and had left 
their learning as a legacy to the Greeks and 
Romans. 
!ut what was the climax of these in­ 
tellectual efforts of them all in religious 
and spiritual directions? 
Their great philosophers believed in a 
Supreme Being and in some state of exist­ 
ence beyond this—but here their knowl­ 
edge reached its utmost lim it' The result 
of ¡heir efforts was great learning and re­ 
markable genius, but it was a learning 
that could not satisfy the simplest queries 
of the longing soul, nor shed one ray of 
light upon the great problems of life and 
destiny. As to a remedy for sin—what 
means were necessary to gam God’s favor; 
whether repentance would blot out the 
sios of the past; whence we came and 
whither going ? These were some of the 
questions which unaided reason could 
give no answer. 
But, just when the 
human intellect had reached its utmost 
limit in its search for truth, just when 
men were groping in despair. Christ came 
to teach them the will of God and point 
the way to life and immortality. 
AS CHRIST FOUND IT. 
Mr. von Herrlich gave 
a graphic 
description of the world when Christ came. 
Moral ana spiritual darkness was upon 
the face of the earth. Druidism was abso­ 
lute in Britain, and while the infant Savior 
slept in His manger cradle at Bethlehem, 
the dark altars of Stonehenge quivered 
with their human victims; while in 
Greece aDd Rome the impurity and cor­ 
ruption of their deities and worship 
is almost inconceivable. It was the human 
reason of the refined and cultured 
Greeks and Romans that peopled the 
skies with thousands of vindiciive, un­ 
chaste and adulterous deities . And surely 
we cannot expect the morals of a people 
to 
rise 
higher 
than 
the 
char­ 
ade? 
o f the 
gods and 
goddesses 
they worship? It was the human reason 
that piled upon the Canhagenian altars the 
bodies of thousands of infants as sacrifices 
to their monster god Moloch. It was the 
reason of the learned stoic that made God 
only ashiniDg link in a chain of fixed and 
miserable fate. 
It was the cultured reason of the epi­ 
curean that made God merely a cold ab­ 
straction—seated away off beyond the stars 
—wrapped in sublime and profound indif­ 
ference, not caring how many storms might 
rage at his feet nor how many worlds be­ 
neath became desolate. Unaided reason 
never gave the world any defy knowledge 
of the will and character of God—no uni­ 
form laws of morality, no infallible guide 
to lead him ! What was a vice on one side 
of a mountain range, on the other side, at 
times, was counted a virtue. 
With all the cultivation of intellect the 
griat problems of existence were still un­ 
sol veu. The agonized mother, as she stood 
over the cold and marbled form of her life­ 
less child, could get no tidings from Greek 
philosophy of that great beyond to which 
the soul of her loved one had departed. 
Even the dying Socrates, with a pathetic 
distrust of his own reason as to the mor­ 
tality or immortality of the soul, says : “I 
am on a raft drifting I know not whither; 
but is it not best to accept the probabilities 
in the absence of some sure word from 
God ?" 
But Christ came, said the speaker, and 
reared the divine beacon light of knowl­ 
edge and salvation upon the Rock of Ages, 
which threw its bright rays over the dark 
valley of death—down into the depths of 
our troubled natures—and over into that 
kingdom beyond this. Before Christ came 
death was an unknown abyss—an eternal, 
dreamless sleep. Wbat wonder that His 
coming heralded the dawn of human hap­ 
piness and hope! What wonder that before 
that effulgent, supernal light the pa^kn 
torches flickered and went out and the 
lamps of priestess and vestal virgin died in 
darkness at their shrines ! 
But prone to wander, man soon forgot 
that numan strength mnst be bnilt upon 
submission to God. The haughty intellect 
of man soon said, “Is not tbis reason which 
God ha3 given me a sufficient guide?” We 
would not underrate the human reason. 
We must use it and profit by it. But it is 
incomplete without that higher light 
which alone comes from above It was 
only’ when man cast aside the teachings of 
Goil's word, with its messages of love and 
forgiveness, that the horrors of the Inqui­ 
sition became a possibility, ami it was by 
the corruptions in the church that the 
French Revolution was ushered in, and 
those corruptions were mainly due to the 
encroachments of the human reason upon 
the simple and clear statements of the word 
of God. Reason is the great presiding at­ 
tribute of our moral and intellectual 
natures, but when it sets ¡’self up against 
the revealed will of God the inevitable re­ 
sult is sin and disaster. History shows us 
that outside of revelation there is no sore 
and certain basis to bnild npon. It is 
either the shifting sands of 
THEORY AND SPECULATION, 
Or the restless waves of anrest and guess­ 
work. Whatever is born of human reason 
is liable to change—there is no enclid for 
thought and opinion. One generation 
makes laws, but the next changes them; 
but with the laws of God there is “no 
variableness nor shadow of turning.” No 
one has yet evei attempted to annul the 
laws of God in nature nor to abrogate the 
beatitudes. There is no guesswork nor 
speculation. “Thus saith the Lord” is the 
emphatic utterance. In response to every 
question or need of our weak human na­ 
ture God’s word has the supply and gives 
the answer, and no ODe has ever yet shown 
them either false or inadequate. It reveals 
God to man and man to himself; it solves 
the problems of sin and evil. It breaks 
the silence of death and opens the portal to 
a kingdom beyond tbis. It tells us that 
God is our Father and that we, though sin­ 
ful and weak, are his over watched chil­ 
dren. 
Only a revelation from God could satisfy 
the human soul. In all lands and ages the 
cry had gone up, "Oh, that God would 
speak—that the Lord would reveal him­ 
self!” Is it not highly probable that a 
revelation being a necessity, and the world 
ready for it, that God would make one? 
Did He do more than would be done by 
human parents for their pleading children? 
The hoiy Scriptures claim to be that reve­ 
lation and does not their absolute adapta 
tiou to onr needs and wants prove the 
truth of their statement? 
God’s word has a baltn for every wound 
and a comfort for every sorrow, it has re­ 
deemed uations and nidified mankind, and 


it has created that heaven on earth, the 
Christian home. Those rationalists who 
insist that man can live on the scanty pro­ 
duct of the wilderness of nature, without 
recourse to the manna which falls from 
hyiven, deceive themselves when they 
think their systems are ibe product alone 
of unaided reason. Revealed religion has 
become so interwoven with human thought 
that many fail to distinguish it as a divine 
revelation. But were it possible to blot 
this divine light, then alone in the dark­ 
ness of a world shut out from Heaven and 
Gcd, with the solemn problems of exist­ 
ence confronting us, and with no hope for 
their solution, we would face the terrible 
facts of sin and death without hope or sal­ 
vation. Then even those who now wick­ 
edly strive to weaken our faith in God’s 
word would notask “is a revelation neces­ 
sary?” for all would feel that necessity just 
as our bodies now feel ¡.be need of air to 
breathe and food to eat! The reverend 
speaker declared that the human reason 
was not complete—was not sufficient. That 
light, which like a mighty Eddystone 
throws its bright beams over the troubled 
sea of human life, and across the dark val­ 
ley of the shadow of death,is God's revela 
tion. And though the billows of theory 
and speculation have thrown their dashing 
spray for ages against its adamantineshaft. 
yet they have never shaken its base nor 
darkened the light that shines from its 
summit. It has survived the storms which 
have strewn the shores with wrecks about 
it. It stands like a column, erect amid the 
ruins, unshaken aDd unscathed, while the 
noi-y waves of error and unbelief break at 
its base and die awav in fleeting foam.

The artist sent it to 
Superintendent Bush for exhibilion at the 
State Fair. He doubted if the Board of 
Directors would deem it within the lines 
of propriety, since it is rather too sugges­ 
tive to fall within those artistic barriers that 
make the nude unobjectionable, and rob it 
of any immodesty. He therefore sub­ 
mitted the matter to the Board, and that 
body resolved to exclude the picture as not 
proper for exhibition in a gallery where 
the general public visits. In that decision 
the Board was justified, and it might have 
gone further in that direction, and had the 
approval of good taste. 
It is s o n advertised that the picture 
will be exhibited at 
J street, 
in Hammer's concert rooms, this even­ 
ing. 
That puts the picture upon a 
diflerent plane. Whoever wishes to forra 
judgment by inspection, if it is offensive 
and immodest, or whether, as the painter 
claims, it is the nude in art that the 
schools approve and the judgment of the 
world has justified, can go to see it, of 
course. But upon the walls of the Art 
Gallery at the fair it would have been in­ 
truded upon those who find in it offense, 
and yet have the right to visit the gallery 
and be free from such assault to the mod­ 
esty of themselves or their children. Let 
the artists dispute as they please and the 
critics assail or defend, it remains that the 
Board of Agriculture was justified, and the 
Superintendent of the Gallery was wise in 
submitting the question prior to hanging 
the production. It is a picture that is not 
more nude than many in art galleries, no­ 
tably of male figures, but it is, notwith­ 
standing, not a picture for a general gal­ 
lery, and is one that fails without the 
limits of the permissible in art.

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FORMS OF AGIOSTICISH. 


CHARACTERISTICS OF THE DIFFERENT 
PHASES OF HHSELIEF. 


Sometime* the Result of Feeling. Some­ 
tim es of Intellectual Conviction and 
Sometimes W ant of Thought. 


There are schools of agnostics as there 
are sects of Christians, says J. Frederick 
Dalton in the Unitarian Review. These 
often have little in common and little sym­ 
pathy with each other. We err greatly if 
we class them all together. “I don’t 
know” is sometimes accepted lightly, 
sometimes deeply, sometimes it takes the 
form of feeling: and sometimes of intel­ 
lectual conviction; and, if it often is made 
an excuse for impiety or indifference, it is 
also often accepted as a supplement to 
piety and an aid to faith. There is, first^ 
the common irreligious agnosticism; not 
non-religious, but irreligious, opposed to 
religion, coarse, crude, cruel, boastful, al" 
most bruta'. This is not the result of 
thought, or of anything like conviction, 
but more truly of want of thought, and as 
opposite to the higher agosticism as it is to 
faith. The common irreligious agnostic 
say, with an eflbrt to tell why, for he could 
not: “The infant knows as much about 
God and the future life as the wisest 
philosopher, the idiot as much as the min­ 
ister ; for no one knows anything about it, 
anyway. My guess is as good as any.” 
He often makes this assumption of uni­ 
versal ignorance a rough excuse for ridi­ 
culing all religion. He delights in the 
dissensions of the sects. He is glad to be­ 
lieve that no one knows more of God than 
himself. He is as bigoted as an ignorant 
peasant at high mass, and as unreasonable 
as a negro in a revival. Such agnosticism 
we have all met. It is one of the asylums 
of worldly or wicked and lazy souls. It is 
very common, and is increasing every day. 
It is especially to be found in new civiliza­ 
tion, where freedom has run wild and lib­ 
erty been degraded into license. 
Very different from this is the second 
type, the common religious agnoticism. 
This is sweeter, tenderer, and certainly 
productive of nobler spirits. It is not 
boastful, but humble, and always wears the 
garb of piety. There are many fine souls 
with whom religion takes, almost ex­ 
clusively, the form of feeling They do 
not like to think. They fear thinking. 
To reason about God is to them almost a 
sin, an overexaltation of our finite minds, 
a degradation of the idea of the Almighty. 
Tacitly assuming that thev have in 
thought what they dare not think, an idea 
they do not define, they dismiss all argu­ 
ment with the wise saw that the finite 
cannot know the infinite, that to pretend 
to know him is blasphemy, and that in 
true humility we should be content with 
simple adoration. Such people generally 
accept as unquestionable some current 
conceptions, make faith a virtue and rea­ 
son a vice, cleave often to the good, and 
read into their dogmas better things than 
they could ever find there. Their in­ 
stincts are generally right. Their charac­ 
ters we often admire. But their attempts 
at reasoning and their prejudices are of 
little account. A wise man will seldom 
allow himself tc be drawn into debate 
with them. This is a form of agnosticism 
with which the philosophical agnostics 
know not how to deal. Yet it is very old 
and very common. Every cultivated na­ 
tion has had its altar “To the unknown 
God.” Some of our most popular re­ 
ligious beoks are but hymns of praise to 
this great unknown, panegyrics upon the 
light which no man can appreach unto, 
upon the inscrutable essence. Here, too, 
are to be found not only pious spirits, but 
many fine minds. Religious agnosticism is 
the genius of modern poetry, of Shakes­ 
peare and Tennyson, Schiller and Goethe. 
These great writers were religious, but 
they left the idea of God to the heart, the 
affections and imaginations, as something 
to be felt but not too closely examined. 
This form of thinking, or rather feelin g, 
leads, however, to questions difficult to 
answer. If God in his essence must be to 
me forever unknown, what have I to do 
with him? If I cannot know him as he 
is, then to havo him in thought, even in 
feeling, is to misknow him. How can I 
worship what I cannot think ? I cannot 
ascribe to him moral qualities. How then 
can he command my conscience? How 
can I seek to be transformed into his spir­ 
itual image ? I cannot say that he is con­ 
scious; then, surely, I cannot say that he 
is love. How then, can he touch my 
heart ? I do not know that he is good. 
May he not then be evil, or morally indif­ 
ferent? Surely then, though all powerful, 
he is not my father. To a vigorously 
consistent mind absolute agnosticism is the 
death of religion. I see no escape from 
this conclusion. A vigorous logic and a 
desire for self-consistency lead to the third 
special form, which, for want of a better 
word, I shall call painful agnosticism. 
Many there are trained to worship, and by 
nature religious, who have tried to make 
their religion rational and have failed. 
They have succumbed to every argument 
they have set out to answer. W ith open 
minds they have found themselves bewil­ 
dered by conflicting testimony, and have 
come to feel that, where there is such di­ 
versity of opinion, there can be no safe 
standing ground. These men admit, at 
last, the supposed limitation of our facul­ 
ties, and carry this to its legitimate con­ 
clusion—a kind of forced relieious indif­ 
ference, a suspension of the religious life. 
But to the question, Is that “presence” 
there, is this “sense sublime” anything 
more than a disturbing fancy ? they re­ 
ceive no answer. And so they come at 
last to say of religion as Jean Paul said of 
music, “Away ! away ! for thou remindest 
me of something 1 shall never meet in all 
my life.” 
1 have known people who could hardly 
look at the stars or the ocean without a 
sigh of pain. There is here a siient sug­ 
gestion of something too deep to be com­ 
prehended, too good to be true, But v 1 
if it were only fire and water, after all ? 
Few thoughtful people are to-day wholly 
happy in their faith. A perpetual oscil­ 
lation between belief and doubt destroys 
inward peace. The fires of the soul still 
smolder at the bottom of their beings 
They suppress them as best they can and 
seek to lose themselves in the life of the 
world. They say nothing about religion, 
for the simpíe reason that they know not 
what to say. We come now to the agnos­ 
ticism of science. This form is perhaps 
most potent among thinking men. Scien 
tifie agnosticism is generally not demon 
strated, but accepted; it is not so much a 
conviction as a convenience. Scientists 
have almost universally agreed to keep 
clear of metaphysics, as Newton long ago 
charged them to do. They look upon this 
as a resultless science—i. e., no science at 
a ll; having nothing corresponding to 
in nature, and so incapable of exact proof 
befogging to the mind ; and because it is 
liable to awaken a priori theories of the 
universe in the mind, which weaken the 
power of exact observation, prejudicial to 
science. Facta, cries the scientist, and 
facts only. Professor Huxley likens him 
self to a sailor walking the deck of 
vessel, who, if he step one inch too far. 
falls overboard, to flounder or drown 
the deep—the boundless, fathomless, toss­ 
ing sea of metaphysics.

is warmed for the first time in a water- 
bath, and a second time in copper vessels, 
where the temperature reaches eighty de­ 
grees Centigrade. It is then sweetened by 
adding the best quality of sugar in the 
proportion of thirteen to one hundred in 
weight, the sugar being forced into vacuum 
pans by means of a pump. These vacuum 
pans are for condensing the milk, and are 
similar to those for condensing the beet 
root, having a double bottom and spiral 
pans, in which the steam circulates. The 
water contained in the milk is removed in 
the form of vapor by means of a jet, which 
is connected with the top of the vacuum 
pan, and which is operated by means of a 
pneumatic pump. 
When the milk has 
been sufficiently condensed, it is removed 
from the vacuum pans and cooled in ves­ 
sels placed iu reservoirs of running cool 
water. It is only necessary now to pack 
the milk into tin boxes, cylindrical in 
shape and hermetically sealed, the box and 
contents weighing one English pound, and 
being in condition for shipment to any 
part of the world. 
In the preparation of the condensed 
milk, it may be observed that the milk, as 
taken directly from the cow, has on the 
one hand simply been deprived of the 
water it contained, while on the other 
hand the only addition consisted of pure 
sugar, which is designed to preserve the 
milk better. It contains all the elements 
of the fresh milk, which has practically 
undergone no modification, the boiling of 
the milk under slight pressure having 
never passed eighty degrees Centigrade. 
It can be affirmed, therefore, that the con­ 
densed milk possesses all the nutritive 
qualities of fresh milk.—Im Nature. 


English Monks. 
“We are strict vegetarians. Meat is, 
however, allowed in case of illness. I have 
been here eight years and have only tasted 
meat on one occasion—last summer, when 
I suffered from a relaxed throat. Let me 
see, to-day is Thursday. We shall have 
bread, vegetable soup, boiled rice, a little 
jam—to help the rice down, you under­ 
stand—and a cup of beer.” 
“Then you are not teetotalers?” 
• 
The Father smiled amusedly. 
“Well, the beer isn’t exactly double X, 
you know,” and here the smile deepens 
into a real, hearty laugh. 
“Have you any very young men here ?” 
inquired. 
“ VVe do not like to take them under 21,” 
is the reply. “When they come younger 
they really cannot stand the severity of 
the life. Many come and leave again di­ 
rectly. If, however, they stay for two 
years, and at the expiration of that time 
express a wish to remain, they take vows 
by which they bind themselves to stay 
here for the remainder of their days. 
Should their minds afterward change, 
these vows can easily be dispensed from 
Rome, and, on the other hand, the Abbot 
may, if he choose, send them away. When, 
however, they have been here five years 
they take ‘solemn vows,’ and these are 
regarded with great gravity. It is a 
matter of much difficulty to get them dis­ 
pensed from Rome, and no monk, having 
taken them, can be sent away by the 
igher authorities, save for a serious crime. 
Some crimes can be absolved by penance 
and prayer, but should the sin be of such a 
nature as to bring open scandal upon the 
Church its perpetrator is dismissed. Of 
course,” he goes on, after a short pause, “a 
monk may at any time, so far as the law is 
concerned, leave the monastery. If I, for 
instance, chose to go, the law could not lay 
finger upon me to compel me to come 
back, but, according to the doctrines of the 
Romish Church, and jn the opinion of my 
coreligionists, I should always be regarded 
as a black sheep.” 
“And do you never go out ?” I say. 
“I was here eighteen months,” he re­ 
dies, “before I left at all, save for working 
the fields—we farm, as, perhaps, you 
know, three hundred acres.

DATE PALMS. 


H ie E gyptian Sped©* to be T ried in 
C alifornia. 
[San Fran'-isco Chronicle, September 14th.] 
W hile “California on Wheels’’ was in 
W ashington recently, the exhibit was for 
one day devoted exclusively to the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture and to 
whoever they might invite. 
One of the 
results was that of awakening interest in 
California on the part oí H. E. Van Deman, 
chief of the Pomologies! Department of the 
8m ithsonian Institution, and he requested 
the managers of the exhibit to inspect 
sixty-three young date trees brought from 
the upper and lower Nile. H e had decided 
to Beud them to Arizona and Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, and having no appropriation avail­ 
able for the expenses of shipment, asked tf 
the Southern Pacific Company would trans­ 
port them free from New Orleans to their 
destination. 
The request was referred to W. H. Mills, 
who in turn referred it to Vice-President 
Crocker. T h^latter instructed Mr. Milis 
to communicate with the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce and inquire if that 
body would undertake to tina an exper­ 
ienced horticulturist who would take the 
trees and properly cultivate and experiment 
with them. If so they would be transported 
free. Mr. Mills has accordingly written to 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
laving the matter before it. 
The trees are about four years old, and 
are fine, healthy nlants set in boxes of 
earth, and so easily Transported and trans­ 
plant'd. 
“These are the true date paims oí com­ 
merce,” said Mr. Mills yesterday, "and an 
experiment with them would be of much 
value. The date palms that are now grown 
at W inters and in Southern California are 
seedlings, and aregrown merely for orna­ 
ment, and are not cultivated and studied 
for their commercial value. They are like 
the seedling orange trees formerly allowed 
to grow for ornament in Butte county, 
where they are now intelligently and profit­ 
ably cultivated. Tuese trees, brought di­ 
rectly from the Nile, and carefully experi­ 
mented with under 
proper conditions, 
should determine the adaptability of Cali­ 
fornia soil and climate to the date as a 
horticultural product.” 


RELICS OF ’65. 


A B eccnt In tere stin g F ind of B allo ts a 
M arysville. 
. 
The workmen engaged in cleaning out 
the old Cumbersoa premises, says the 
Marysville 
Democrat, discovered among 
other things a quantity of ballots that were 
used in this county at the election held on 
Wednesday, September 6, 1865. 
These 
relics of one of the early political struggles 
were quite numerous, and were eagerly 
sought after by the old-timers of this city, 
who well remember the exciting political 
fight of that year. It was the ticket of 
w hat was known at that time as the “Reg­ 
ular Union Party,” and read as follows: 
“ For Joint Senator, E. Tcegirden; for the 
Assembly, T. J. Sherwood, A. J. Batchel- 
der, Orrin Stewart; for Sheriff, L. D. Adki- 
son; for County Clerk, D. E. Arnold: for 
Tax Collector, C. E. Stone; for Recorder, L. 
T. Crane; for County Treasurer. W. H. 
Hartwell; for Assessor, Newtou Sewell; for 
District Attorney. R. R. Merrill; tor Super­ 
intendent of Public Instruction, D. C. Stone; 
for Coroner, E. Hamilton; for Surveyor, 
R. P. Riddle; for Public Administrator, C. 
G. Bockius; for Supervisor, First District, 
D. A. McConnel; 
for Constables, Marys­ 
ville township, Henry White. Stephen Ea­ 
ton; for Constables, city of Marysville, D. 
P. Derrick9on, M. W. Sheuster.” 
^ 
It was an exciting contest. The Union 
ticket was opposed by what were at that 
day known as the “Bolters,” "Copperheads,” 
and "Secessionists,” but despite their efforts, 
the official returns as published in the Ap­ 
peal of September 14, 1S65, show that the 
entire ticket was elected by a good major­ 
ity. 
The regular Union ballot of these days 
was of peculiar appearance. It had printed 
on its back in large red letters and in red 
ink. the name of the party it honored. 
Thia coloring is somewhat faded now, but 
the tint is still discernible on the ballots. 
This was undoubtedly done in order that 
no Union man 'm ight be fooled into voting 
the “Bolters’ ” ticket, as the Appeal on the 
m orning of election was full ot warning to 
the effect that the opposition were going to 
try by deception to elpct their candidate for 
Senator, who was S. M Bliss. 
At this election there were 1,064 votes 
cast in this city, and 444 of them were de­ 
posited in the Fourth W ard. In the elec­ 
tion before this of 1865, there were nearly 
1,150 votes cast. 


AN EIDER DUCK FARM. 


T he C ruelty P ra c tic e d Upon th e P a tie n t 
B irds in N orw ay. 
[From the Cornhill Magazine.] 
The colonies of breeding eiders often 
consist of an immense number of birds, and 
the nests lie so thickly together that it is 
often difficult to avoid stepping into them. 
They are usually placed at some slight ele­ 
vation; and here in any faint depression 
the duck collects a small quantity of sea­ 
weed and drift stuff, which she forms into 
a felty mass with her breast. 
Upon this 
four or five eggs are laid in the course of a 
week, these being of a pale-green color, 
and rather resembling those of the heron. 
Even before the last egg is laid it is seen 
that a few feathers are scattered about the 
nest, and as incubation proceeds these in­ 
crease in quantity. 
The bird covers the 
eggs with down plucked from her breast, 
and this she does day by day until a very 
considerable quantity buries the eggs. 
It 
is this down which has become such an 
im portant article of commerce. 
If the 
eiders are hatching under ordinary condi­ 
tions, the young appear in about twenty- 
six days, and almost immediately betake 
themselves to the water. 
It is here that 
they sun themselves, feed, and sleep. 
On 
a rock-bound bit of coast it is interesting 
to watch the ducklings paddling among 
the stones and feeding upon the tiny bi­ 
valves that are common among the bays 
and inlets. 
These rem arks refer to the 
breeding of wild eiders; but unfortunately 
colonies of birds under natural conditions 
are becoming more and more rare every 
year. The commercial collector has every­ 
where stepped in, and is putting a terrible 
drain upon the species. 
In Norway this bird is protected by law, 
though only to be persecuted the more 
persistently by private individuals. 
On 
one island, that of Isafjardarjup, eider 
ducks are said 
to nest in thousands. 
Speaking of the breeding sights by the 
shore, Mr. Shepherd, who visited the 
colony, tells us that the brown ducks sat 
upon their nests in masses, and at every 
step started from beneath his feet. 
On 
this island, of three-quarters of a mile in 
length, it was difficult to walk without 
stepping into the nests. 
A thick stone 
breakwater ran along its coasts just above 
high-water mark. 
A t the bottom and 
sides of the wall alternate stones had been 
left out, so as to form a series of com­ 
partments for the ducks to nest in. 
Every 
compartment was tenanted, and as the 
visitors walked aloog the ducks flew out 
all along the line. These were welcomed 
by the white drakes, which were tossing 
on the water, “with loud and clamorous 
cooing.” 
A farm-house on the island was 
tenanted in like manner. 
The house it­ 
self was “a great marvel.” 
Ducks were 
hatching on the tu rf walls which sur­ 
rounded it, in the window embrasures, 
on the ground, on the roof. 
The house 
was fringed with ducks, and a duck sat 
in the scraper. 
Then a grassy bank 
close by was cut into squares, every one 
of which was occupied. 
A windmill was 
hacked, as was every available object on 
the island—mounds, rocks, crevices. This 
was an eider-down farm. 
So tame were 
the ducks as to allow the farmer’s wife 
to stroke them as they sat on their nests. 
Of eourse there is another side to this 
pleasant picture, as we see when we learn 
how the “good lady" of the island repays 
the confidence of the birds. 
And here it is 
by another observer: 
‘T he eider down is 
easily collected, as the birds are quite 
tame. 
The female having laid five or six 
pale, greenish-olive eggs, in a nest thickly 
fined with her beautiful down, the collec­ 
tors, after carefully removing the bird, rob 
the nest of its contents, after which they 
replace her. She then begins to lay afresh 
— though this time only three or four eggs 
and again has recourse to the down on 


her body. 
But her greedy persecutors 
once more rifle her nest, and oblige her to 
line it for the third time. 
Now, however, 
her own stock of down is exhausted, and 
with a plaintive voice she calls her mate 
to her assistance, who willingly plucks the 
soft feathers from his breast to suoply the 
deficiency. 
If the ernel robbery be again 
repeated, which in former times was fre­ 
quently the case, the poor eider duck 
abandons the spot never to return, and 
seeks for a new home where she may in­ 
dulge her maternal instinct undisturbed by 
the avarice of man.” 


MONSTER DEVIL FISH. 


Its 
I t W as F o u rte en F e e t A cross and 
M onth Two F e e t W ide. 
There was a great deal of curiosity ex 
hibited yesterday on tbe arrival of the 
devil fish’captured on Friday in the bay, 
says the Mobile Register. 
The immense 
fish, lying on the barge Cora at the foot of 
Eslava street, was visited ¿ b y hundreds of 
white and colored persons, and all were 
greatly astonished at its immense size. 
The curious object was laid upside down, 
and had the appearance of an immense bat 
with outspreading wings. 
It measured 
about fourteen feet from tip to tip or side­ 
ways, and from head to tail eight feet. 
Its 
immense mouth was two feet wide, and in­ 
stead of teeth there was a rough cover­ 
ing over the lips. 
It appeared to have 
only a backbone, the rest of the fish being 
blubberv, like the seal, and of a dark 
color. 
Two immense eyes were seen just 
under two flukes a foot and half long that 
projected from the head. 
On the under 
side were a half dozen openings on each 
side of the center, which furnished the 
lungs with air, and acted as gills in a fish. 
The weight is about fifteen hundred 
pounds, and twelve men and a block and 
tackle were used to load it and unload it 
from a dray. 
This peculiar fish is com­ 
mon to the bay, numerous small ones hav­ 
ing been caught over the bay during the 
present summer. 
It is properly called the 
devil fish and member of the ray species, 
of which the sting ray of the bay is a 
member.

S trange R eptiles. 
An extraordinary creature of this time 
was the “fish-lizard.” 
It had a head like 
a lizard, jaws and teeth like a crocodile, 
the backbone of a fish, the paddles of a 
whale, and the trunk and tail of a quad­ 
ruped. 
The first skeleton of this animal 
was discovered in England by a country 
girl. 
She used to make her living by 
selling fossils, which were very abundant 
in her native place. 
One day she saw 
some bones projecting from a cliff. 
Clear­ 
ing away the rubbish, she found th at they 
belonged to an animal embedded in the 
rock. 
She hired some workmen to dig out 
the entire rock, and the monster proved to 
be thirty feet long. 
W hat a sensation it 
created ! 
T hat region, Lyme Regis, proved 
to be a veritable graveyard of these won­ 
derful animals. 
The jaws of some of them 
were eight feet long and contained one 
hundred and sixty teeth. 
W henever a 
tooth was lost in a conflict, a duplicate 
tooth in the jaw was ready to take its 
place. 
T heir eyes were larger than a 
man’s head, and possessed of very power­ 
ful and far-seeing vision, so th at no m atter 
how dark the sea nor how far distant the 
prey, there coaid be no escaping those 
eyes! 
Its stomach was like a great pouch, 
and it swallowed its food w ithout chewing. 
It was so greedy a monster th at it ate even 
smaller animals of its own kind. 
Nobody can say for certain w hether its 
skin was covered with scales or not. 
Still, 
as no remains of scales have been found, it 
was probably soft and smooth. 
It had to 
come up to the surface to breathe, like a 
whale, and perhaps it had “blowers” to 
blow out water. 
W hat a commotion it 
must have m ade! 
Another animal of this family had the 
head of a serpent upon the neck of a 
gigantic swan. 
It was fitted for quicker 
motion than the fish-lizard. 
It probably 
swam on the surface like a swan, and 
thrust his long neck down in search of 
prey. 
The most wonderful of all, however, 
was the “dragon” of which I told you. 
It 
is called by a hard Greek name which we 
will translate into “wing-finger." 
There 
were two points in which it resembles a 
bat: its eyes were so formed that it could 
see in the dark ; 
and it had enormous 
wings joined to its claws like those of a 
bat. 
It was probably a water animal, 
whose wings were used to take flying leaps

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POSTAL REFORMS. 


THE ¿DHINISTRATION AT WASHING­ 
TON WOBKING NEEDED CHANGES. 


D isc ip lin e E n forced —T h e S m a llest M at­ 


ters A tten d ed To—L ocal F a c ili­ 


ties E n la rg ed . 


Probably no official of the Postal De­ 
partm ent under any adm inistration has 
been the subject of more criticism, one way 
and another, than the present Postmaster- 
General, Mr. W anam aker. Public atten­ 
tion has been greatly drawn to his methods, 
because he has attempted, and indeed suc­ 
ceeded, in introducing business methods 
into the Departm ent that heretofore have 
been unknow n to it. 
This office has found fay personal ex­ 
perience that President H arrison’s Post­ 
master-General has struck the keynote ot 
progress and good service by attention to 
details. Some one has said th a t" the secret 
of successful business is the care for small 
matters, which are the units of great re­ 
sults.” 
Over a year ago the 
P.ecord- 
U n io n called atteution to the great need for 
stamp stations in the metropolis of the 
8tate. 
In a few days, to our surprise, we 
received a letter from the Departm ent ac­ 
knowledging the justice of the criticism 
and thanking the paper for it, with the ad­ 
ditional statem ent that the Chief of the 
Department invited criticism and com­ 
plaint, as it was his intention to correct 
every ill complained of so far as was possi­ 
ble, or give a reason to the people for 
failure. 
The stamp stations, forty-eight in num ­ 
ber, have since been established in San 
Francisco, where the people can procure 
any kind of postal stamp or postal m atter 
without tram ping to the postoffice. 
So, too, later, this office had occasion to 
complain of uncertainty and irregularity 
of the dispatch of the Sacramento letter 
mail 
from 
the 
San 
Francisco office. 
Through a press clipping agency in Fhila- 
delnhiathearticle reached Mr. W anamaker, 
and the R eco rd U n io n was again surprised 
by official statem ent that the matter would 
have its attention. 
Before tbat could be given, an incident 
occurred illustrating the justice of the 
complaint. A letter of high importance, 
mailed for dispatch from San Francisco by 
the first mail, did not come to hand until 
the arrival of the last one, and too late to 
be of the service for which it was intended. 
The Postoffice Departm ent at ouce, though 
we did not communicate with it directly, 
ordered an investigation, and that not prov­ 
ing satisfactory at headquarters, only the 
other day Mr. I’bos. G. Stoddard, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Serv­ 
ice, arrived here, specially instructed to in­ 
vestigate this particular case and apply the 
needed remedy. That official, by the rapid­ 
ity and thoroughness of his method, soon 
reached the seat of trouble, and now the 
public bas reasonable assurance that letter 
mail will be dispatched from San Francisco 
id the order or its deposit, which certainly 
was not the invariable rule under tne Dem­ 
ocratic administration. 
These instances ted this journal to make 
special inquiry as to improvements in the 
service in various sections, and from all 
quarters it is learned that the Postal De­ 
partm ent is gaining deserved credit fur it­ 
self and the Administration for its atten­ 
tion to the least of complaints and the 
quick correction of ills ia the service. 
It was notorious that during Mr. Cleve­ 
land's administration the postal service 
upon this coast fell into a deplorable con­ 
dition in many quarters. It was better at 
Sacramento than at any other point, local 
administration being had according to busi­ 
ness methods and an eye to the best service 
possible under the circumstances. 
Still 
local ellort was crippled by the inefficiency 
and unreliability of the genera) service. 
We learn of one instance in a Northwest 
State where letters that should have been 
for* arded to the dead-ietter office were re­ 
tained in local offices for three years, and 
not until a change of administration could 
a reform in that m atter be effected. For 
that particular instance an Inspector was 
sent all the way from W ashington to clear 
the department of further odium by reason 
of the disregard of duty. 
For a long time the people could not un­ 
derstand why the mail of the coast region 
about Santa Cruz and Monterey, addressed 
for Sacramento and the valley, could not 
reach this point until some hours after one 
leaving those points could, bv ordinary 
route of travel, reach this city. W hen com­ 
plaint was made, finally, to the present 
postal officials at W ashington, the m atter 
was examined into by a special inspector 
and explained satisfactorily, it appearing 
that there is but one postal clerk on the 
route, and hence one mail up the coast has 
to be sent by way of San Francisco and lay 
over there many hours, there bting no 
mail portage from San Jose to Niles. Now 
the promise comes from Washington that 
this evil shall, as soon as can be done, be 
remedied and mail m atter for the Sacra­ 
m ento valley come through with the same 
dispatch That characterizes Wells, Fargo & 
Co -s Express matter. 
For some years the newspapers have 
beeu unable to dispatch by very early mails 
from Sacramento their packages for dis­ 
tribution in several directions and the 
express lines bad to be resorted to. So 
little a m atter as that had no correction 
under the Democratic administration at 
W ashington, bat now a system has been 
adopted by which the papers will go on 
any train on which there is a postal car, 
even though the hour of delivery is one 
when the local office is closed. 
Again, nnder the old system, paper 
s a ils, local and Eastern, went into the han 
Francisco office in one mass. It thus often 
happened that the local papers of the State 
would not reach San Francisco subscribers 
until long after the Eastern mail was dis­ 
tributed and delivered, sometimes not un­ 
til the day after arrival at San Francisco. 
B at under the new orders of due attention 
to little complaints, the local paper mail 
bags are to be designated by colored tags 
that will indicate their local character. 
They will be selected out and their con­ 
tents distributed at once, so tbat subscribers 
will get their papers within a brief time 
after arrival at the office of delivery. 
Under the Democratic administration 
large num bers of employes in the San 
Francisco Fostoffice were not amenable to 
discipline. Carriers and clerks who were 
derelict or rebellious, refused to comply 
with requests to resign, and instances are 
known to ns in which the cniprits were 
defiant and declared tbat they had "a pnll" 
and could not be removed." Fines were 
levied but rarely was their collection en­ 
forced. Under the new Postmaster Gen­ 
eral employes in all quarters find tbat 
neglect of duty brings instant punishment , 
that the ''pull” of bosses bas no effect; that 
discipline is what it should be; that the 
smallest matter must have the attention 
given greater; ones, Jand that the com­ 
plaint of the humblest citizen is to have as 
much respect as tbat of the most powerful 
commercial house. 
So on the railway service, in the towns 
and in the cities, the disciplinary system of 
the Postmaster-General is working reform, 
and the service is steadily improving, a 
fact that is apparent to ail who transact 
business through the United States mails. 
Numerous improvements have been go­ 
ing on quietly in the Sacramento Postoffice 
during the past few weeks. Iu speaking of 
them toa R k cord -U n ionreporter Postmaster 
Coleman said: "Postmaster-Generai Wana- 
m aker Is doing more for the Pacific coast— 
is giving it more attention—than his prede­ 
cessors. The visits of his Assistant, Mr. 
Clarkson, and the Chief of the Railway 
Mail Service, for the purpose of personally 
inspecting the 9ystem out here, were indi­ 
cations of the interest felt in Washington 
for our welfare. 
Little improvements and 
chances that are suggested by Postmasters 
are attended to promptly. It was only a short 
tim e ago that I needed two morrey-order 
clerks instead of ot e, as heretofore, and 
that s. rue of the s 
tries paid to my men 
were much too low. 1 -oon received instruc­ 
tions to put on anot! t money-order clerk 
and raise the salary list as follows: First 
money-order clerk, ftom $900to$1.000 per 
year; Register Clerk from $800 to $900; and 
General Delivery Clerk frota $600 to $700. 
Besides an Assistant Money Order Clerk. I 
also asked for two Assistant Mailing Clerks, 
and have been given one of the latter al­ 
ready. This all goes to show, you see, tbat 


Mr. W auamaker is disposed to do what is 
right. Everybody k n ow s w hat a slow and 
uncertain process it b asteen heretofore to 
get anything done by the Department. 
The change is very gratifying. I c-in assure 
you.11 
The changes in the Money Order Depart­ 
m ent navt necessitated a general overhaul­ 
ing of that office 
The two money order 
clerks now stand at the windows where 
was formerlv the registry clerk, and the 
latter has been shifted to the old money 
order window. 
. 
One of the money order oerks will now 
attend exclusively "to issuing the drafts, 
while the other will do the cashing. 
The six large paper and package mail 
boxes 
recently 
ordered 
from 
W ash­ 
ington, 
have been stationed 
as 
fol­ 
lows: Second and J, Sixth and J and 
Ninth and J, Seventh and K, Tenth and 
K, and State Capitol. These are the very 
first of this pattern to arrive on the Pacific 
coast. They are intended for the reception 
of papers and packages only. The boxes 
are of wood, covered with zinc, painted 
red, and stand four or five feet from the 
ground. They have a wa*er-proof lid, and 
a plate designating the hoars when the 
contents will be called for. 
All the main boxes and posts in the city 
have also been repainted and newly carded, 
by order of the authorities at W ashington. 
These are but a few of the changes that 
have beeu inaugurated, but most of the 
others are iu relation to the sm aller details, 
and would not be of particular interest to 
the public.
